FACING STRIKE FACTS 


When an army goes on 


strike it is called "mutiny,"' 
which is a very serious mat- 
ter. An army must obey or- 
ders because on its loyal 
service depends the life of 
the nation, in case of war 
or impending war. 


Wnrfare in these modern 


times is industrial as well 
as military. Without the 
weapons made by industrial 
workers, or the coal dug by 
miners, 
soldiers 
cannot 


fight. Guns, planes, ammu- 
nition, tanks, fuel, and so 
on arr essential. And so the 
workers are truly soldiers 
of industry. 


Yet we have seen our in- 


dustral soldiers, or at least 
their leaders, insisting on 
the right to suspend work 
regardless of public peril. 
Thare has been an epidemic 
of strikes, mostly for mere- 
ly technical or political rea- 
sons, seriously retarding na- 
tional defense and putting 
the whole nation, including 
the strikers and their fam- 
ilies, in peril. 


Have these workmen any 


more moral or social right 
to strike than the army has? 
Some grievances 
may 
be 


found among the soldiers, 
too, but they go right ahead 
with their share of the na- 
tional defense. 


Evidently the s t r i k e r s 


have not though of it in this 
light. It is time for the rank 
and file of American labor 
to do a real job of sober, 
logical and patriotic think- 


ing it.
